PROMPT — NEEDED. . 


There is only one danger of serious com- 
plications between Great Britain and the 
United States over the Bluefields trouble, 
and that arises from the possible conse- 
quenées of an excess of zeal un the part of 
the representatives of one nation or the 
other. 

Great Britain will yield ali the rights of 
the United States or the Mosquito In- 
dians which this Government firmly as- 
serts. She has no intention of provoking 
war or even ol getting into real trouble 
with the United States by an attempt to 
force shadowy claims in that quarter. It 
is highly probable that a half-hour’s con- 
ference between accredited representatives 
ofthe two nations would be sufficient to 
adjyst all difficulties. 

But the danger which exists wherever 
there is cause of irritation in distant lo- 
calities is found in Nicaragua. Rash com- 
manders or ministers may go too far and 
commit some blunder involving serious re- 
sults. The heated state of feeling may 
bring on a clash between British and 
Amerioan residents and a trifiing incident 
be raised to the dignity of a grave interna- 
tional dispute. Oapt. Clark’s action in 
attempting to interfere by the restoration 
of King Clarence is an instance to the 
point, 

Trifling as the incident itself may de, it 
is important that the two Governments 
come to a speedy understanding. The 
United States cannot afford to have their 
attitude in this matter misunderstood, 
norcan either nation afford to run the 
risk of entanglement which attends a pro- 
longation of irritating conditions. The 
Administration should check further 
trouble by prompt and firm action.

FAIR ASSESSMENT. 

The Assessors’ Oonvention in Jefferson 
City outlined during its first day’s ses- 
sion a practical reform of vast importance 
to the State. 

If nothing were accomplished except the 
adoption of the plan of assessing real and 
personal property, at ite market value, 
and the fixing of some fair stand- 
ard of value for live stock, the 
result would be of incalculable benefit. 
The property of the State has never been 
properly assessed. The assessments here- 
tofore made at haphazard and according to 
the inclination or in the interest of the 
political ambition of assessors throughout 
the State have resulted in gross 
injustice and misinformation. It 
has afforded no sound basis for calculating 
the State’s wealth or adjusting rates of 
taxation, Every assessor has been a law 
unto himself and the just equalization of 
taxation has been a hopeless task. The 
whole foundation of State taxation has 
been rendered unstable and unjust. 

The reform will doubtless meet with 
strong opposition in some quarters on the 
ground that it will increase the burden of 
taxation, but this opposition is ill- 
founded. The tax rate will be readjusted 
to the new assessment and the burden will 
be no heavier than before, but will be far 
more equitably distributed. 

The work of the convention will make 
the task of each Assessor far easier than it 
has been. He will have a definite system 
and rule to follow. He can avoid yield- 
ing to personal influence and appeal by 
pleading the law and the plan formu- 
lated by the convention. It is to be 
hoped that all the assessors in the 
State will recognize the importance 
of adopting the recommendation of the 
convention and thoroughly reconstruct- 
ing their assessments. It is an opportunity 
to make known the State’s wealth and 
set Its tax basis right which should notjbe 
neglected by a single assessor. If one fails 
to do his duty in this matter the whole 
plan is threatened and its results are im- 
paired.

In a speech delivered at Waco, Tex., a 
few days ago ex-Senator Chilton remarked 
that ‘‘the legislation of our national Con- 
gress has been for twenty-five years of a 
character unquestionably in the interest 
of the Northern portion of the Union.

The people 
of all sections are coming to understand 
this and will not be diverted from a Demo- 
cratic purpose by any appeals to ancient 
and obsolete prejudices. 

— — —— — 
TWO INVESTIGATIONS. 

The investigation of the armor plate 
frauds was held in secret and under cir- 
cumstances which gave strong color to the 
suspicion that its work would be cooked. 
The results which have been foreshadowed 
by partial reports strengthen this sus- 
picion. 

The investigation of. charges of bribery 
in the Senate is being held behind closed 
and carefully guarded doors. The press is 
excluded from the committee-room and 
occasion has been given for the impression 
that senatorial reputations will be pro- 
tected. 

These two investigations give more 
cause for disquieting fears on the part of 
the American people than all the individu- 
al corruption and treachery in Washington. 
Individual dishonesty and individual faith- 
lessness to public trust are to be expected 
under all circumstances. There will be 
black sheepin the highest offices and in 
the purest legislative bodies of the 
best peoples. The individual can 
be dealt with. His rascality 
can be held in check and he can be made 
to serve as a warning example to others. 

But when department officials and a ma- 
jority of a legislative body are willing to 
stand by the black sheep, to cover up and 
condone their villainy and to aid them 
in concealment of wrong doing and 
in escaping its consequences there is 
cause for profound discouragement. It 
indicates a hopelessly low state of morals 
in public men. It suggests a condition of 
general rottenness which demands radical 
treatment. 

Nothing could impair public confidence 
in the Administration more than the at- 
tempt to shield wealthy and influential 
swindlers, who are staking the honor 
of the nation for profit. Nothing is 
more calculated to destroy the 
last vestige of popular confidence in the 
usefulness of the Senate than the manifest 
effort to shield Senators who have debased 
their offices for gain and the rascals who 
are willing to profit by corruption. 

Fraud and corruption must be fought in 
the open. The only hope of relief from 
them isin their exposure. If this service 
cannot be obtained from the Administra- 
tion and Congress they are in league with 
the rascals and cannot be trusted by the 


people.

WEATHER AND CROPS 


wae and Bye Doing Well and Oats ia 
Need of Rain. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 28.—The mean tem per- 
ature for the week ending Saturday, May 19, 
was about normal iu the southern and con- 
siderably above the normal in the central 
and northern sections. From the opening of 
the week until the i7th the weather was very 
warm, but during the 18th and 19th the tem- 
perature ranged from 10 to W deg. 
below the normal. Frost was general 


on the * — of the 19th and in some of the 
northern counties did considerable damage 
to corn, garaens, 2 and other tender 
vegetation, especially on low ground. In 
the Centralan@ Southern sections the dam- 

age was very slight. The precipitation was 
Geficiefit in all sections. Heavy showers oc- 

curred in afew localities, principally in the 
Southeastern section, but generally only 
light showers are reported and many 
correspondents report no rain during the 
week. There was more than the average 
amount of sunshine in all sections. In man 
of the northern and western counties a 
crops and especially grassand small grains 
are atly in need of rain, but in other sec- 
tions the conditions have been very favora- 
ble except during the last two days of the 
week, when the weather was much too cold. 
The weather was favorable for farm work 
throughout the week. 

Wheat and rye are generally doing —_ 
though a number of correspondents * — 
that wheat is heading out short. 
bugs are reportea in many counties, and + 
Lincoln and Monroe Counties some fields will 
be pastured or plowedup. In the Northwest 
section oats are poor and suffering for rain. 
In other sections they are doing fairly well. 

The dry weather has given the farmers an 
opportunity to cultivate theircorn and that 
crop is generally in good condition, though 
cut worms, wire worms and army ‘worms 
have done considerabie damage ina number 
or counties, necessitating -replanting. 
Meadows have been greatly damaged by army 
worms in a number of the southeastern coun- 
ties and are also reported in Lincoln County. 
Stock is doing well on pasture in most 
sections, but in some localities there is com- 
plaint that So are short. Fruit pros- 
pects are pes as good as last week, 
many 22 cherries and plums having 
fallen ” The condition of small fruits re- 
mains about the same. Gardens and pota- 
toes are doing well. Locusts have appeared 
in many coanties in large numbers.

WILL SET HIM FREE. 


The Strange Story of a Man Who Was 
Suppesed to Have Been Murdered. 


Murcre, Ind., May 23.—Last night a man 
with a strange history purchased a ticket at 
the Big Four depot and boarded a train for 
Van Wert, O. Half an hour previous to his 
departure he said: *‘I am going to free a 
man who has been in the penitentiary nine 
years and isinnocent, John Van Nimman is 
serving a life sentence in the Michigan State 
Prison. My name is John Crow. A few days 
ago whenI picked up a paper and read an 
article about an attempt being made to 80 
cure the pardon of Van Nimman, who was in 
the penitentiary on the charge of murdering 
me, May 28, 1885, I left my home in Van Wert, 
O., and started for the Michigan lumber 
camps. My brother-in-law, John Van Nim- 
man, decided to go with me. He went as 
tar as Big Rapids, Mich. I had made the 
acquaintance of two other men who were 
also going North. Itried to get my brother- 
in-law to go, but he said no; he would return 
to Van Wert, get his children and go to Iowa. 
We continued our trip, leaving John in Big 
Rapids. I did not like living up there, 80 I 
went to Minnesota. In the fall of 1888 George 
Winfield and Walter Rice, two miadle-aged 
men with whom I had become acquainted, 
and myself, left forthe West.
